Accy 1.404 Incompatible occupations. (1) A person who is engaged in
practice as a certified public accountant, or public accountant, as defined
in the statutes, shall not concurrently engage in any business or occupa-
tion which would create a conflict of interest rendering professional ser-
vices.

(2) Interpretatlons of sub. (1) not 1ntended to be all-inclusive, are as
follows:

{a) Engaging concurrently with the practice of public accounting in
any business or cecupation inconsistent with the certified publie account-
ant’s or public accountant’s responmblhtles under the Wisconsin rules of
conduct would constitute involvement in an incompatible occupation
prohibited by sub. (1),

}Eb%}The above pmscrxptlon would apply to any business or oecupation
which:

1. Detracts from the public imége of the profession, as for example, on
moral or legal grounds, or involves conduet which would constitute an
act disereditable to the profession, or,

2. Impairs the certified public aceountant’s or public accountant's ob-
jectivity in rendering professiona] services to clients, or,

3. Inherently involves responsnbllltles which are hkely to conflict with
the certlﬁed public accountant’s or public accountant's responsibitity to
others arising out of the chent-certlﬁed public accountant or public ac-
countant relationship. .

(e) A conflict of 1nterest ex:sts when a certified public accountant or
public accountant or firm of such persons who are licensed to practice in
Wisconsin becomes associated with or employed by a nonlicensed indi-
vidual or firm offering accounting, tax, or consulting services, such as
those customarlly provided by certified public accountants or public ac-
countants, in 2 manner and with representation or implication that third
parties could interpret or conclude that certified public accountant or
public accountant services are performed or offered by both the nonli-
censed individual or firms and the certified public accountant or public
accountant, A conflict of interest also exists if the services of the licensed
certified public accountant or public accountant or firm of such persons
cfim be influenced or decisions altered by the noncertlﬁed associate or em-
ployer. :

(d) A conﬂlct of interest exists when a certlﬁed public accountant or
public accountant who is not licensed permits his or her status as a certi-
fied public accountant or public accountant to be used or publicized in a
mannet or situation that third parties could assume or conclude that cer-
tified public accountant services are being performed or offered by or
through nonlicensed individuals or firms.

Accy 1.405 Form of practice and name, (1) No person or firm hcensed to
practice as a certified public aceountant, or public accountant, as defined
in the statutes, may practice, whether as an owner or employe, in a form
other than a proprietorship, a partnership, or a service corporation,
whose characteristics conform to those defined in Wisconsin Statutes.

(a) No person licensed to practice as a certified publie accountant or
public accountant, as defined in the statutes, shall practice inder a firm
name which includes a fictitious name, indicates specialization or is mis-
leading as to the type of organization (proprietorship, partnership or cor-
poration). However, names of one or more past partners or shareholders
may be included in the firm name of a suceessor partnership or cor pora-
tion, provided that such persons were licensed or eligible to be licensed in
accordance with requirements for all partners or shareholders of the suc-
cessor partnership or corporation, Also a partner surviving the death or
withdrawal of all other partners may continue to practice under the part-
nership name for up to 2 years after becoming a sole practitioner,

{b) All changes in status of ownership or in firm names shall be re-
ported in writing to the board within 60 days after the event.

(e) A firm may not de51gnate itself as “Certlﬁed Public Accountants”
unless all of its partners or shareholders are certified public accountants.

(2) No person or firm engaged in practice as a certified public account-
ant or public accountant, as defined in ss. 442.02 and 442.07, Stats., may
use a business name or demgnatlon that is misleading as to the number of
individuals with an equity in the firm. A sole proprietor may not use a
name implying multlple ownership such as “& Co.” or “& 00mpany”_or
“& Associates,” or “Firm” or “Associates” or “Company,” and a firm
with mulltple ownership may not use the name so that multiple owner-
ship is not disclosed. A firm with multiple ownershm may not imply in
the firm’s name that there are owners of the firm in addition to those
specifically mentioned in the firm’s name when no addlt:onal owners ex-
ist.

{3) Interpretations of Accy 1. 405 not intended to be all-inclusive, are
as follows: . .

(a) Investment in commercial accounting corporation. A certified pub—
lic accountant or public accountant in the practice of public accounting
may have a financial interest in a commercial corporation which per-
forms for the public services of a type performed by certified public ac-
countants or public accountants and whose characteristics do not con-
form to resolutions of council of the American institute of certified publie
accountants, provided such interest is not material to the corporations’
net worth, and the certified public accountant’s or public accountant’s
interest in and refation to the corporation is solely that of an investor.
